Milan, Jan. 15. Prince Bugene having regulated 
with the Council of State the Contributions «hat this 
Duchy isto furnith, at’ 20600 Livres of our Money 
aDay, fet out Yefterday for Turin attended by feve- 
ral General Officers. The Preparations for the Siege 
of our Caftle are codtinued:: Befides the artillery 
that is arriv’d, more is expected from Turin ; whence 
"tis advis’d that the Duke of Savoy makes great 
Preparations likewife for fome Siege, The German 
Troops having ruin’d feveral Mills in the Cremoneze, 
and turn’d off fome of the Water that ferves Cremo- 
na, that City begins to fuffer very much. The Mar- 
quis de Langallerie, General of Horfe in the Service 
of che Emperour, has with a Party of Horfe fur- 
priz'd Borgoforte. A Freaty is talk’d of berween 
the Count de Medavi and the Imperialifts, purfuant 
to which that General is to return to France with the 
Troops he commands, the Venetians are to guard 
Mautua till Peace is made, and the Duke of Mantua 
is to revire to Ravenna ; but this report feems to be 
founded on Conjecture. The Marquis de Bedmar, 
Viceroy of Sicily, has fent to Spain to defire Suc- 
cours. 

They write from Genoa, that the 6 me which 
fsil'd from thence with the Barl of Peterborough, 
were met in the Height of Barcelona, in the Port 
of which Place were arriv’d 5 Men of War and 9 
Englith Shipsladen with Merchandize. 
_ Roveredo, Jan. 16. We have Advice that the French 
are laying up grea: Stores of Ammuniiion and Pro- 
vifions in Dauphine, and that they are compleating 
their Regiments for the enfuing Campaign.

The 
Durchefs of Burgundy and the Duke of Britany 
continue well: ‘fhe Dauphin is indifpos'd. The 
Duke de Noailles has taken Leave of the King, and 
this Week fers out for Rouffilion, The Report con- 
tinues, that the Duke of Bavaria isto ma ch ro Al- 
face with his own and the Spanith Troops. They 
write from Perpignan, that all the regular Trcops 
and Militia of Rouffillon and Provinces adjacent, are 
drawn together, and only wait the Arrival of the 
Duke de Noailles to enter upon Action. Yefterday 
the King nominated the Duke of Orleans Gene- 
taliffimo of his Army defign’d to ferve in Piermont, 
and the Marfhal de Theffe is to command under 
him. The Parliament of Paris baving caus’d Pro- 
cefs to be madg out againft Prince Emanuel of 
Lorrain Brother of the Duke d’Elbatuf, the Marquis 
de Langallerie Lieutenant General, and the Mat- 
uis de Bonneval Major General, who went over to 
the Bnemy and entred into their Service {sme Time 
ago, have condemn’d them to be beheaded, with 
onfifcation of their Eftates which are confidcrable. 
A Bull for a general Jubile for imploring Peace from 
Heaven, being brought to Court, will ina few Days 
‘be publith’d.
